SUBJ:NIGER TAKES TOUGH STAND ON FOOD NEEDS 

1. NIGER IS SHOWING MOUNTING SENSITIVITY ABOUT ITS FOOD DEFICIT, 
SIGNALING STRONGLY TO DOMESTIC AUDIENCES AND DONORS ALIKE THAT 
IT DOES NOT APPRECIATE BEING SECOND GUESSED ON SHORTFALL, WHICH 
HAS BEEN OFFICIALLY PROCLAIMED TO BE 200,000 TONS. 

2. RETURN OF CHIEF OF STAFF ALI SAIBOU FROM INSPECTION TRIP TO 
TAHOUA DEPARTMENT LAST WEEK HAS BEEN USED BY PRESS AND RADIO TO 
REITERATE OVER-ALL SERIOUSNESS OF HARVEST SHORT-FALL AND TO MAKE 
FOLLOWING POINTS (A) AT RISK POPULATION FOR COUNTRY AS A WHOLE IS 
CLOSE TO ONE MILLION (ACTUALLY 988,448), (B) TOTAL NEED OF ALL 
SEVEN DEPARTMENTS COMES TO 241,000 TONS, (C) OPEN PURCHASES 

FROM FARMERS ARE 21,000 TONS OF MILLET AND SORGHUM SO FAR THIS 
HARVEST YEAR, AND STOCKS IN HAND FROM LAST YEAR TOTAL ONLY ANOTHER 
20,000 TONS, (D) THUS TOTAL SHORT FALL IS 200,000 TONS, 

(E) THERE IS ALREADY SUBSTANTIAL MOVEMENT OF PEOPLE 

TOWARD DISTRIBUTION CENTERS, ESPECIALLY IN AREAS OF TANOUT, DAKORO, 
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AND MAYAHI, AND GON IS TAKING URGENT STEPS TO INCREASE NUMBER 
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OF LOCAL DISTRIBUTION POINTS IN ORDER TO HEAD OFF UNMANAGEABLE 
POPULATION SHIFTS LATER ON. 

3. IN ADDITION TO SIDE DISSEMINATION OF FOREGOING ESTIMATES, ON 
FEBRUARY 27, PRESIDENT KOUNTCHE WENT STRONGLY ON RECORD ENDORSING 
FIGURE OF 200,000 SAYING THAT IF ESTIMATE IS NOT "ACCEPTED" 

GON PREPARED TO RELY ENTIRELY ON ITS OWN RESOURCES TO MEET 
COUNTRY'S FULL NEEDS. PRESIDENT RECALLED THAT FOREIGN MINISTER 
DJERMAKOYE HAD TOLD MEMBERS OF DIPLOMATIC CORPS ON FEBRUARY 9 
THAT GON'S NEEDS ARE 200,000 TONS AND SAID THAT FIGURE HAD BEEN 
ESTABLISHED INDEPENDENTLY BY THE GON AS EARLY AS AUGUST, AND 
"CONFIRMED" IN SEPTEMBER. PRESIDENT SAID THAT GON, WITHOUT 
WAITING FOR DONOR RESPONSE, HAS PROCEEDED ON ITS OWN TO BUY 
STOCKSIN NEIGHBORING COUNTRIES. IF INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY RESPONDS, 
SAID KOUNTCHE,SO,MUCH THE BETTER BUT "IF IT IS NECESSARY WE 
WILL NOT HESITATE TODEVOTE THE TOTALITY OF OUR BUDGET TO 
FEEDING OUR POPULATION." 

4. FRONT PAGE EDITORIAL IN SAHEL MARCH 1 CARRIES PRESIDENT'S 
REMARKS A STEP FURTHER, SAYING THAT "INTERNATIONAL EXPERTS" 

AGREED AS EARLY AS AUGUST THAT DEFICIT WOULD BE 200,000 

TONS AND NOTING THAT THIS WAS BASIS OF PRESENT S ANNOUNCEMENT 
ON DECEMBER 17 OF 200,000 TON FIGUE (NIAMEY 4891). 

EDITORAL THEN SCOLDS "CERTAIN MALEVOLENT CIRCLES" FOR IMPLYING 
THAT SUPREME MILITARY COUNCIL IS "CHEATING" ON FIGURES AND 
UNDERLINES KOUNTCHE'S PLEDGE TO GO IT ALONE IF NECESSARY TO GET 
NECESSARY FOOD. EDITORIAL OBSERVES THAT LIKE WHEAT AND OIL. 

URANIUM CAN BE A "WEAPON" AND WANTS IT UNDERSTOOD "EVERYWHERE 
AND BY ALL THAT WEAPON WILL BE USED IF NECESSARY 
TO ASSURE POPULATION HAS FOOD AND ENJOYS PROSPERITY". MEANTIME, 
EDITORIAL CONCLUDES, NIGER WILL MOBILIZE ITS OWN RESOURCES, 

SINCE NO POLICY MORE DIGNIFIED THAN "ONE WHICH GIVES RELEASE 
FROM MAKING REQUESTS TO FOREIGNERS". 

5. COMMENT 

UPSHOT OF FOREGOING IS THAT GON HAS BECOME INCREASINGLY 
NERVOUS ABOUT EXTENT OF ITS HARVEST SHORTFALL AND DOMESTIC 
POLITICAL RAMIFICATIONS THEREOF. CLEARLY, GOVERNMENT IS 
IN NO MOOD TO PLAY A NUMBERS GAME ABOUT DIMENSIONS OF CRISIS. 

WHILE THREATS OF THE SAHEL EDITORIAL SEEM TO HAVE OFFICIAL 
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SANCTION, WE CAN PROBABLY TAKE THEM WITH A GRAIN OF SALT 
AT LEAST FOR TIME BEING. STILL. IT WILL BE SALUTORY FOR 
DONOR COMMUNITY TO TAKE NOTE OF WHAT SEEM TO BE SIGNS 
OF A MOOD OF DESPERATION. WE AND OTHERS WILL HAVE TO TAKE HEED 
OF THIS IN APPROACHES TO GON ON RELIEF MATTERS IN COMING 
WEEKS, BEING CAREFUL NOT TO PUT OURSELVES IN POSITION OF 
DIRECTLY CHALLENGING GON ESTIMATES, WHICH, FOR BETTER OR 
WORSE, HAVE ASSUMED SENSITIVE POLITICAL DIMENSION. 
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
